Folmar To Seek Re-election 


As County District Attorney 


Joel M. Folmar, district attorney 
for the Twelfth Judician Circuit of 
Alabama since May 1, 1978, is 
seeking re-election to the post which 
serves both Coffee and Pike 
Counties. Folmar was appointed to 
the position upon the retirement of 
the late Lewey Stephens Jr, and then 
elected to his first full term in 
November of 1980, 

While serving as _ district 
attorney, Folmar has established a 
conviction rate of over 90 percent, 
and has continuously fought the 
early release of convicted criminals. 
A staunch advocate of the death 
penalty and Habitual Offender Law, 
he has fought legislation that 
intended to weaken them, and 
believes these are deterrents to 
crime. 

One of Folmar’s first goals after 
having become district attorney was 
to establish offices in Elba, Enter- 
prise and Troy, the three cities in 
which court is held in the circuit, 
Today, he has a staffed office in each 
city in an effort to better serve the 
citizens of both counties, and a staff 
member is always on call. 

Folmar's office has sponsored 
continuing education and training 
programs for law enforcement 
officers that have included seminars 
held in conjunction with Enterprise 
State Junior College and Troy State 
University, and he says his office is 
in daily contact with law enforcement 
agencies, and encourages these 
agencies to call on his office for 
assistance in major crime 
investigations. 

Folmar’s accomplishments inclue 
the implementation of a Child 
Support Enforcement Program, a 
Worthless Check Enforcement 
Program, and a Victim Witness 
Program. The Child Support 
Enforcement Program has collected 
more than $1.3 million, money 
Folmar said would otherwise have 
come from taxpayers, 

During the first vear of the 
Worthless Check Program, Folmar's 
office collected more than $179,000 


for the citizens and merchants of 
Coffee and Pike Counties, and 
Folmar was the first rural district 
attorney to implement such a 
program which served as a model for 
other counties. 

Under the Victim Witness 
Program, he has been able to obtain 
restitution for victims of crime. 
Folmar says that victim's rights are 
long overdue and he intends to 
continue his fight for the victim. 

Folmar is a native of Troy and is 
married to the former Annie Jim 
Dorman of Elba. He graduated from 
Troy High School, attended college 
and completed his undergraduate 
studies at Troy State University, He 
then obtained his Juris Doctorate 
degree from Cumberland School of 
Law, Samford University. Prior to 
serving as district attorney, he was 
engaged in the private practice of 
law, served as Judge of County 
Court of Pike County, and was a 
member of the House of Repre- 
sentatives in the Alabama 
legislature

Wallace has 
threatened publicly to veto any pay 
raise, prompting the board members 
to take a ‘wait and see”’ attitude.

also expressed appreciation to the 
numerous businesses and clubs who 
donated money to allow the winning 
students to attend the Space Camp in 
Huntsville.

The Dept. of Pensions and 
Security is the agency legally 


mandated to protect children. ‘‘The 
prevention of child abuse and 
neglect is our number one priority,”’ 
said DPS commissioner Gwen 
Williams. She added that last year 
the department received more than 
31,000 reports of children being 
abused or neglected. 

Other organizations are also in 
the battle to prevent child abuse and 
neglect. In 1983, the Alabama 
legislature created the Children’s 
Trust Fund, which provides funds to 
local groups for the prevention of 
abuse and neglect. The fund 
provides over $135,000 to 27 
programs this year. 

Other groups represented in the 
state which are chapter members of 
the National Committee for the 
Prevention of Child Abuse (NCPCA), 
include Parents Anonymous of 
Alabama, Inc., and Parents and 
Children Together (PACT). 

Parents Anonymous provides 
help to parents who abuse or are 
afraid they might abuse their 
children. It is a self-help, non- 


similar problems who have trouble 
coping with their lives and their 
children. The organization helps 
parents to break the cycle of abuse. 
In many cases, parents who abuse 
were themselves abused as children. 
The program has 30 local chapters 
across the state, and to find out 
more, call toll-free, 1-800-221-7127. 

PACT is the northern Alabama 
chapter of NCPCA. This group 
provides consultation on child abuse 
prevention programs to Limestone, 


Lawrence, Marshall, Madison, 
Jackson, Franklin, Colbert, 
Lauderdale, Morgan, Winston, 


Marion and Cullman counties. In 
addition, PACT offers a variety of 
child abuse prevention programs in 
the Morgan County area.

fact, only about 30 percent of parents 
with support obligations for ADC 
children in Alabama actually make 
payments.

found there on any given night of the 
week, but especially the weekends. 

I guess one could say Riverside 
Cafe was Elba’s answer to 
“‘Arnold’s’’ on television’s sitcom, 
‘‘Happy Days.’”’ 

ow, into Mr. Lee Wiley’s 
background to find out something 
about this colorful character’s past 
and life. 

First, let us say that Mr. Lee 
Wiley, at the young age of 85, is 
NOT a resident of the nursing home, 
but as a short history of Ma Bullard’s 
life would not be complete without 
including Mr. Lee Wiley, for they 
have shared 60 years of wedded 
bliss; and, as Mr. Lee Wiley just 
happened to be at the nursing home 
the same day we were visiting his 
wife -- we just sat out front on the 
porch in those, oh so_comfy, old- 
fashioned rockers and chatted with 
him, as well as Ma Bullard, 

Mr. Lee Wiley is a smallish man 
with pretty bright blue eyes with a 
twinkle in them and an amazingly 
deep, strong voice. He has a little 
problem with his hearing, but after 
all he IS 85, having been born 
November 5, 1901, out toward 
Samson, one of nine children born to 
Allen and Margaret English Bullard. 

He told us that his mother and 
father both died young; his mother 
dying from typhoid fever, Their 
early deaths left them in the care of 
Zonia, the oldest sister. And, 
interestingly, she is the only one, of 
his brothers and sisters still living 


today! So it is true - hard work 
DOESN'T kill you! 

Miss Zonia is married to James 
Miller and makes her home in 


Bonifay, Fla. The remaining 
brothers and sisters, all of whom are 
deceased, are: 

Jim Allen, who remained 
unmarried; Ben Byrd, also un- 
married (Mr. Lee Wiley said they 
stayed at home and worked on the 
farm); Johnny Bud, who was blind 
and was married to Gussie Culver; 
he owned and operated Bullard’s 
Service Station which was located 
across the street from what is now 
Hayes Funeral Home; Annie Dale, 
who was married to Bud Brunson; 
Lizzie Bell, who was married to a Mr. 
Entrekin; Ada, who wed Herbert 
Patrick, and Mattie, who was 
married to a Mr. Young. 

Some personal reminiscing from 
Mr. Lee Wiley: 

“I did a little bit of all of it. I was 
alittle young to help out a lot around 
the farm, and played around, and 
played ball,’’ was his reply when 
asked what he did growing up as a 
youngster. 

He also told us (chuckling as he 


‘recalled it), ‘‘Me and Johnny Bud 


used to fight all the time, and the 
girls would, too! We'd all mix it 
up!”’ 

He said he joined the Army at 
age 15 - the First Alabama Calvary in 
Montgomery. He got his friends to 
sign a letter stating that he was 20, 
‘cause 1 wanted to join so bad. All 
my friends had joined and I wanted 
to go with them. It was WWI - I was 
not on the front lines -- 1 was in the 
trenches and ready to let ’em have it! 
And, then the Armistice was signed 
and I was sorta mad, ‘cause I wanted 
to fight! I went to Breste, France, 
with the 106th French Mortar Co, 
Yessir, I was mad, ‘cause I didn’t see 
any fighting!’’ 

Mr. Lee Wiley informs us that ‘‘I 
can eat anything, especially bananas 
- anything banana! I love them!” 

He can eat anything except 
“Catfish Charlie;’’ and therein 
hangs a tale! We must tell this on 
him, although as he said, ‘‘I don’t 
rightly remember it, but, it could 
have happened!”’ 

Seems as if early one morning 
Mr. Lee Wiley was going ctype 
sleepily he reached into the fridge 
for what he thought was the jar of 
peanut butter, and imagine his 
surprise, when several hours later he 
took the sandwich out of the sack, 
and upon taking a bite of it 
discovering that, lo and behold, it 
was a‘Catfish Charlie’? sandwich! 
Jimmy used to tell this and just 
collapse with laughter, and I don’t 
recall that he ever told us Just what 
Mr. Lee Wiley sald when he made 
the discovery! Do any of you fishing 
cronies of Mr. Lee Wiley’s 
remember this - or am | confused on 
names? 

Referring to fishing - that is a 
subject close to Mr. Lee Wiley's 
heart, in addition to playing ball. He 
is crazy about fishing! 

“Summertime and spring’’ are 
his favorite times of the year; and as 
with most everyone else, Christmas 


is his favorite holiday, ‘‘ ‘cause I 
knew Santa Claus was coming and I 
was going to get presents -- so I'd try 
to be real good.’ 

Red is his preferred color, and his 
son-in-law, James Morgan, 
volunteered, ‘‘He used to like a red 
car!’’ We do, too, Mr. Lee Wiley! 
And, as for flowers, ‘‘any kind, but I 
guess roses and daisies in par- 
ticular.’’, 

If he could ‘‘go back and start all 
over again,’’ he told us, ‘‘I’d try to 
be a preacher.”’ 

In response to the ‘‘Magic 
one-wish question:”’ ‘‘I’d like for my 
wife to come back to me and I'd like 
to be a millionaire!”’ 


Now we come to Miss Ethel or 
**Ma’’ Bullard, as she is lovingly 
called by several generations of 
Elba’s once-teenagers, now mamas 
and daddys and grandparents. That 
is how Jimmy always referred to her 
- ‘Ma Bullard.’ And, I must 
confess that as hard as I tried, I 
never could ‘‘make a hot dog like Ma 
Bullard’s!’’ That used to be one of 
my goals - for he loved hot dogs!. 

Ma Bullard is a petite lady with 
pretty, gray hair and bright, 
expressive eyes. She was once 
plump, but due to illness, is now 
delicately structured. She has 
suffered a stroke, and has trouble 
with her movement and speech, but 
one can still quickly see and feel the 
boundless energy, the friendliness, 
the vitality and the innate goodness 
of this once bustling and active 
‘mother hen’ of a lady, who has 
lent her ear to many an Elba 
teenager, serving as a ‘‘surrogate 
mother’ long before the phrase 
began to be used as it is today. 

Ma Bullard was born in Slocomb 
December 2, 1903, one of 10 children 
born to Jessie and Laura Mae 
Gissandaner Peterson. At an early 
age Mr. Peterson moved his family 
from Slocomb to Columbus, Ga., 
where he worked in the cotton mills 
for a while, but shortly returned to 
Slocomb. We can only surmise that 
the ‘‘lure of the land’’ called him 
back to Slocomb and Alabama; and 
that perhaps in his case, the old 
saying, ‘You can take the boy out of 
‘the country, but you can’t take the 
country out of the boy,’’ applied to 
him! 

Be that as it may, Miss Ethel 
grew up in Slocomb with her 
siblings, all of whom are still living, 
with the exception of three -- a sister 
who died as an infant; a sister Bertha 
who died as a young married woman; 
andas “Ewel, who was married 
to Howatd Davis and at the time of 
his death was living in Jacksonville, 
Fla. The surviving brothers and 
sisters are: Calvin, who lives in 
Atlanta, Ga.; Buddy, who is married 
to Mary Ruth Jackson and lives in 
Thomaston, Ga.; Lily Mae, who is 
married to Olen Lanthrift and is also 
a resident of Thomaston, Ga..; 
Jewel, whose husband is Leroy and 
they live in Cape Canaveral, Fla.; 
‘Ruby, who is married to Harold 
Murphy and they live in Bonifay, 
Fla.; and Nita, who is married to 
Lewis Johnson and they are 
residents of Albany, Ga. 

Ma Bullard, according to her 
daughter Jeanette, likes ‘‘pickles 
and blackeyed peas’’ as some of her 
favorite foods; ‘‘the summer”’ is also 
her favorite time of the year; 
‘‘Christmas’’ is her favorite holiday; 
“‘vellow’’ her favorite color; and 
‘‘camellias and azaleas’’ her favorite 
flowers. 

Her hobbies - and I'm personally 
glad cooking is one of them, for she 
surely did enough of it during her 
26-year stint at the Riverside; and 
she also lists yard work as another 
favorite pastime. And, Jeannette 
told us that her mother always 
enjoyed traveling to visit her sisters. 

She has been a resident of the 
nursing home approximately 
two-and-a-half years and has two 
roommates: Mrs. Dixie Donaldson 
and Miss Maxine Barnes. 

Jeanette remembers her daddy 
as ‘'the strict one. Mama and I could 
always get around,’’ Some things 
NEVER change, do they, Moms? 

Both Mr. and Mrs. Bullard 
attended Damascus Church of Christ 
and are members of the Elba Church 


of Christ. , 

They have been married 60 
years, having been wed March 28, 
1926. This long and happy union has 
produced two daughters, two 
sons-in-law, three grandchildren and 
five great-grandchildren. 

The older daughter was Dorothy 
Margaret Sauls. She passed away in 
1971, a victim of cancer. She was 
married to Albert Sauls who now 
resides in Thomaston, Ga., and they 
were the parents of two sons - Lee 
Lamar (better known as ‘‘Bo’’) and 
Yerry Michael. 

Bo is married to the former Betty 
Stanley of Opp. ie have two sons 
- Stan, a junior at Elba High School 
and Stevie, a ninth-grader. Bo is 
employed with Dorsey’s and Betty 
works with the Elba Recreation 
Dept. 

Mike is married to the former 
Faye Nelson of Zion Chapel and they 
make their home in omaston, 
Ga., where Mike is a welder and 
Faye works for Cable TV. They are 
the parents of two daughters -- 
Christy, a junior high student, and 
Niki, an elementary student. 

The second daughter is the 
aforementioned Jeanette Morgan, 
whose husband is James. Jeanette is 
employed with Elba Packing and 
James works at Dorsey Trailers. 
They are the parents of one 
daughter, Rita. 

Rita is married to Wayne Norris 
and they are the parents of one son, 
Scotty, who is an eighth-grader at 
Zion Chapel. They reside on Rt. 1, 
Elba, and Rita is also employed with 
Elba Packing and Wayne drives a 
truck for Mass Merchants. 

The grands lovingly call Mr. Lee 
Wiley and Miss Ethel ‘‘Grandpa’”’ 
and ‘‘Granny.”” 

In summary, let us say that the 
Bullards are Sag honest, 
hard-working (maybe Miss Ethel a 
little bit more than Mr. Lee Wiley, as 
fishing called to him too often, and 
wouldn't leave him alone! And he 
would probably be the first to admit

The Anatomy Of A Spring Turkey Hunt 


James R. Davis 
Alabama Dept. of Conservation and 
Natural Resources 


Spring-turkey nunting is not for 
lazy lay-a-bed hunters. A turkey 
hunter needs to be at his chosen 
hunting place when the red of dawn 
begins to show in the east. This 
means your day must start at least 
early enough to dress, drink some 
coffee and drive to the woods. 

To me early rising to go hunting 
is no inconvenience. Being a 
naturally early riser,.a few minutes 
earlier makes no difference; and the 
pleasures of the woods in the early 
spring are outstanding. Let’s 
consider these as I become aware of 
them each morning. 

Standing on high ground in order 
to hear better is my standard

procedure. One of the prominent 
late night sounds often heard is the 
chuck-wills-widow. Occasionally a 
whip-o-will will be noted with its 
crisp ‘‘whipper will-whipper will’’ 
song. This call is easily differ- 
entiated from the ‘‘chip fell out of 
the white oak’’ of the chuck will’s 
widow. 

When barred owls begin to hoot, 
my attention is focused on turkeys 
because they often gobble at owl 
hooting, and when none is heard I 
always hoot to try to stimulate 
gobbling. Other birds begin to sing. 
Cardinals and wrens are loud and 
common early morning singers. 
Within a few minutes all birds seem 
to be singing their hearts out. 
Pileated woodpeckers start 
hammering on trees in the distance. 
Crows begin to move and caw. 
Theirs is another call that makes 
turkeys gobble. 

A gobbler gobbles and my 
attention is redirected again, 1 move 
to a position near him with some 
concealment, but still where I can 
see as far as I can shoot. Quickly 
I sweep away the leaves so that I can 
move my legs without making noise. 
I don my face mask (for concealment 
and protection from insects) and 
gloves and sit down facing about 30 
degrees to the right of where the 
gobbler is gobbling. This makes 
shooting easier. Facing the gobbler 
directly makes shooting much more 


difficult. If you shoot from the left 
shoulder, keep the gobbler 30 
degrees to your right. 

After calling begins, attention is 
given every movement and sound. 
Squirrels chase each other between 
two trees and then up and down one 
of them. In the distance a turkey 
flops. Did it fly down? Change 
limbs? Are two turkeys on the 
ground and sparring? 

The volume of pleasing bird 
songs is at its peak. The main 
attraction continues to gobble and 
seems to be moving closer. soon you 
hear the most common part of the 
gobbler’s vocalizations - the drum. 
The drum is often described as a 
pulmonic puff resonating from a 
membrane instide the turkey. 
membrane inside the turkey. Usually 
when you can hear the drum, the 
bird is close. 

A hen begins to help behind the 
gobbler and the conclusion of the 
morning hunt is known - enjoyable 
and interesting but no meat. The 
average hunter will be so busy enjoy 
the gobbling, birds and spring 
flowers that the time will seem to 
pass ina flash.

Rayfield had 7 brothers and 
sisters: Mrs. Mattie Mae Williams, 
Elba; John Henry Carpenter, 
Gaston, Ala.; George Carpenter, 
Elba; Manola Smiley and Bert 
Carpenter, all deceased. 

Mrs. Bunie Leonard lives in 
Gaston, Ala.; Mrs. Bernice Leonard 
lives in Eclectic, Ala. Bunie, Bernice 
and Bert were triplets. 

After farming for many years, he 
changed jobs and worked at Dorsey 
Trailers for three years, at $1.01 an 
hour. While he was farming, 
though, he received ‘twet weather’’ 
checks --government checks for 
three months because it rained so 
much and so long that he couldn't do 
any farm work. 

He said, ‘‘Times were ‘‘tuff.”’ I 
farmed on halves or shares. I 
cleared a little money - a very little. I 
got $5,00 a month (money to live on - 
it was called furnishing money). I 
had cows, hogs, a garden, plenty of 
corn, cotton, peanuts, and other 
crops on shares. 

‘| farmed on the Riley Spurlin 
and Dock White places. Everybody 
was farming back then. There were 


‘‘times’’ for everything: cotton 
planting, chopping, hoeing and 
picking time; peanut. planting, 
oeing, plowing, shaking, stacking 


and picking peanut time. There was 
a time for bedding sweet potatoes, 
setting out sweet potato plants, 
plowing up the potatoes and placing 
them in potato hills (hills made in the 
shape of wigwams; or put in potatoe 
houses to keep dry until they were 
sweet enough to bake in the oven or 
roast in ashes in the fireplace. 

‘There was corn planting time, 
corn pulling time, and picking 
stinging velvet beans. 

There was hog-killing time (in the 
winter months); most of the meat 
(hams and shoulders) would be 
pickled or hung in the smokehouse to 
smoke, That was some good meat - 
and you could smell it cooking a long 
way off. 

“Very seldom now do you see 
farming done with horses and mules. 
It is now mechanized -- it's called 
brogreasiye farming.’ There were 
good years and years that weren't so 
ood, I thought, but I thank God for 
ringing me this far and I know He 
watches over His own." 


Hatfie Bell Davis Carpenter was 
born January 18, 1910, in Pike 
County, Troy, to Henry Davis and 
Adelaide Pryor Davis, both now 
Commenet. She ie eerie 2 
Rayfield Carpenter, and they have 
pos, ao She attended Shaw's Still 
School and adult school at Rocky 
Elba. She was a member of the 
New Hope Baptist Church, and later 
united with the Rocky Head Baptist

She is a deaconness, a member 
and secretary of the L.A.M.S. of the 
Rocky Head M.B. Church, Mission 
Union and a faithful member of the 
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Rayfield and Hattie Heli Carpenter 


Sunday School. 

The schools she attended were in 
one-room school houses. In the 
winter time heat was from a big iron 
heater that burned the ‘‘MOST 
wood!’ The pupils would go into the 
woods and get firewood for the 
heater. 

‘*At that time,’’ she said, ‘‘I was 
living with Uncle Jesse and Aunt 
Viney Snell (who was lovingly called 
‘Aunt Hon’), and Cleve Belcher (now 
deceased), and I had to walk four 
miles each way to school. I would go 
to school for five months -- the other 
months were full of work, work, and 
more work. 

“Uncle Jesse was farming on 
halves on the Bob Cooper place and 
the Peavy place, and when ‘laying- 
by’ time came, the field crops would 
be clean. 

“| remember when picking 
cotton we were told that the one who 
picked 150 pounds (by dinner I 
suppose) would get a buffalo nickel 
as a bonus (of'all things!). 1 picked 
151 pounds and claimed the nickel. 
We picked cotton for 35 cents a 
pound. 

‘In school we sat in homemade 
desks, and in the summer there was 
nothing to do about the heat but sit 
and sweat! 

“Today children are served hot 
lunches in the school cafeteria. They 
have no idea of what our lunches 
were like. We carried lunches in 
syrup can. buckets containing fried 
fatback, sugar biscuits and baked 
sweet potatoes. 

“There were no snack bars to 
visit during recess (and no money to 
spend if there had been), Sometimes 
we would take a stalk of sugar cane, 
pecans or peanuts to munch on. 

‘We had to get water from the 
spring or well, or maybe a pump. 

‘Our clothes were laundered by 
drawing water from, the well or 
pumping tubful after tubful of water 
and scrubbing them by hand or on a 
rubboard. e used lye soap as 
detergent, and if we had a sore or cut 

on the hand, it was just too bad! Just 
think what the lye soap would do for 


itl. 

‘The clothes had to be boiled in a 
big black iron pot.and a long clean 
battling stick (maybe somewhat like 
a boat paddle) to Beep the clothes 
pushed down as they boiled, There 
was a big round battling block used 
to pound or ‘battle’ the clothes on to 
get the stubborn dirty spots out. 

‘Washing machines, soap 
powders and bleach were unheard 
of. There was always a car tire swing 
in the front or back yard where we 
could always swing when we were 
tired from working.”’ 

Hattie Bell also said that God has 
‘been good to me and Rayfield. Our 
daughters bought this house for us, 
and we are appreciative of our 
children's love and kindness.”’

Split Over Highway Department 


The Coffee County Commission 
met in regular session on Monday, 
April 14, at the courthouse in 
Enterprise and continued to be split 
over the operation of the county's 
highway department. 

The hotly-debated issue of who 
should run the department first 
arose last month when the county 
engineer Mac Rushing told the 
commission the county was 
supposed to operate under the ‘Unit 
System’’ and not the ‘“‘District 
System.” 

The commission discussed the 
engineer's reorganizational plans for 
the highway department at length, 
andin a split vote broken by Probate 
Judge Marion Brunson, agreed to 
approve the engineer's plan to bring 
all equipment to the county shop and 
the abolishment of the district work 
crews. 


At Monday's meeting, Com- 
missioner Billy Eagerton made a 
motion to move all county equipment 
back in the work areas and to let the 
work crews in each area meet at the 
centrally located gathering point. 
Eagerton said the engineer could 
still set the work schedules and set 
all priorities, but insisted the people 
could be ‘better represented” if the 
work area format was placed back in 
effect. 

Commissioner Eugene Bradley 
seconded the motion; however, 
Commissioner Bill Faulk, an earlier 
opponent of the work area plan, 
stated, ‘I don’t think we've given 
the new plan enough time to see if it 
will work or not! We either need to 
work as a unit system or go back to 
the district system and have six 
districts, I think we should give the 
engineer's plan more time.”’ 

“I'm not against the engineer,"’ 
Eagerton said, ‘‘but I want every 
area of the county represented every 
day." 

**When I ran for office I pled 
to work for all the people of Co 
County,"’ stated Commissioner Sid 


service,’ the motion passed 
unanimously. 


The bi-monthly meeting began 
quietly enough with the routine 
approval of the minutes and the 
presentation of a resolution to 
Wynell Lasseter, who was retiring 
from the ASCS office after 35 years 
of service. 

County maintenance engineer 
John Flowers reportd the re-roofing 
at the farm center had begun and the 
first building was completed. The 
long-awaited project was said to be 
‘fon schedule,"’ 


In other action at Monday's 
meeting, the commission: 
***was told the new elevator for the 
Enterprise courthouse had been 
delivered and would be installed 
within six weeks; 
***heard GTE representative Skip 
Dawkins apologize for leaving out 
Commissioner Averett’s phone 
number from the new phone book 
and made it clear that the 
commissioner did indeed have a 
phone with a number of 347-4016; 
**was told that work would begin 
this week on the paving project at the 
Shiloh Community; 
***was informed the annual inspec- 
tion of all county roads had been 
completed and that County Road 82 
near Wilkinstown was the only road 
that failed to meet state standards 
(the commission approved a motion 
to repair the road at a cost of 
$75,000); 
*** discussed setting as limit on 
the old Highway m County 
Road 54 to County Road 122; 
FR, hon a new purchasing plan 
for all county departments; 
***(with Judge Brunson breaking a 
tie-vote),. voted to approve all 
commissioners’ attendance at the 
state county commissioners’ 
convention in Mobile (Averett, 


‘Owens and Faulk voted in favor of 


the trip); and 
***paid bills. 


Averett, ‘‘and to do so with no 
selfishness to my particular district. I 
feel the plan we are now under is 
best for Coffee County!"’ ~ 
Commissioner Jimmy Bryan, 
who earlier was outspoken in his 
opposition to the change, stated, ‘‘! 
think we are wasting time and money 
every day by making all the crews 
report to New Brockton and then to 
the work site. I haven’t checked 
actual mileage of any county vehicle, 


but I know one vehicle has gone over’ 


3,000 miles jn the past couple of 
months," } 

Commissioner Billy Paul Owens 
said, ‘'I feel in the long run the new 
plan will be the most economical. 
There will be savings in some areas 
and not in others, but in the long 
haul it will all balance out and I feel 
the new plan will work,”’ 


Bradley, Bryan and Eagerton 
voted in favor of returning to the, 
work area format,’ while Faulk, 
Averett and Qwens were opposed. 
Judge Brunson broke the tie by 
voting against the motion and stated, 
“We haven't given the new plan 
time enough to work."’ 

Commissioner Averett then made 
a motion to let all foremen take their 
vehicles home each day in case of 
emergency, Owens seconded the 
motion and the vote on the motion 
again was tied; however, this time 
the vote was Bryan, Owens and 
Averett voting ‘‘yea,”’ and Eagerton, 
Bradley and Faulk voting in 
opposition, Brunson stated the 
foremen should have a vehicle in 
case of a late night emergency, and 
voted in favor of the motion. 

The parade of motions wasn't 
over, however, as Eagerton made a 
motion to allow county employees to 
ride to work with the foremen if they 
met at a foreman’s home or lived on 
the foreman's way to New Brockton. 

Commissioner Bryan seconded 
the motion, and despite Com- 
missioner Owens stating, ‘‘I'm 
against the county running a taxi

Rucker was 
announced last week and Army 
officials estimate the cuts to be as 
high as 25 percent in some areas of 


training. 


The reduction in training is 
expected to have an effect on civilian 


jobs for contract pilots, maintenance 


Fabled County Landmark Is 
Destroyed By Blaze On April 8 


Coffee County lost one of its 
oldest and most colorful landmarks 
ylast week when the old Harrison 
Church, located near Kinston, was 
completely destroyed by a fire of 
unknown origin. 

The fire was reported to Kinston 
authorities on Tuesday, April 8, at 
4:27 p.m. andthe building was 
totally destroyed by the time the 
Kinston firemen could make it to the 
rural church, 

The church has long been a 


source of folklore in the county due 
to an old tale about the ghost 
dancing in the nearby church 
cemetery. The ghost, said to be that 
of Grencer Harrison, is said to dance 
on lonely nights, and the story of the 
ghost is featured in a popular book 
published by Coffee County Probate 
Judge Marion Brunson, 


A newly-built church standing 
next to the old church was also 
damaged by the blaze. 


workers and other support personnel 
at Ft. Rucker; however, no exact 
figures have been made available. 

No reduction in the number of 
military personnel or in the Dept. of 
the Army civilian work force is 
expected. 

Approximately 3,300 contract 
workers from the Wiregrass area are 
employed at Ft.

DWS, Inc. and Sikorsky Support 
Services, the largest employers of 
civilians at the base, have both 
stated the full effects of the cutbacks 
are not yet known, and manpower 
needs after the reduction have yet to 
be determined. 

The 25 percent cutback in student 
flight training, which could take 
place as early as May |, was 
implemented because of budget cuts 
caused by the Gramm-Rudman Act, 

The reductions will be spread 
through the 18 flight training 
programs at Ft. Rucker. 
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
